Rome by special decree, was per- 
formed by Archbishop Amleto Giovan- 
ni Cicognani, apostolic delegate to the 
United States, acting as consecrator, 
assisted by Bishop Jules Benjamin 
Jcanmard of Lafayette, La., and Bish- 
op William D. O'Brien of Chicago. 


In the impressive three-hour rites, 


the 43-yera-old Monsignor Fletcher 
took title as titular bishop of Samos, 
in the Aegean sea, and auxiliary to 
Bishop John B. Morris of Little Rock, 
who has directed the affairs of the 
Arkansas diocese alono for 34 years. 


Bishop Morris, in his 74th year, 


witnessed the investiture of his new 
assistant from the Episcopal throne 
within the sanctuary, surrounded by 
high dignitaries of the church rep- 
resenting Catholic sees throughout the 
country.

Facts and t'anrles About the 


Eyes, Ears and Teeth 


Eyes,' ears and teeth are the gate- 


ways to knowledge and nutrition of 
tl-e child. Their Importance is often 
overlooked until some serious itnpar- 
nient to their function is discovered.

weakness and other conditions can. 
and should , be thoroughly investi- 
gated by a competent, skilled eye 
specialist. 


A considerable number of children' 


on entering school are partially deaf. 
This may not have been discovered 
by the parents. The modern method 
of examining" every school child with 
theViost approved type of audiometer 
is bringing to light many defects of 
hearing: 


Dental hygiene is the most ne- 


glected field of public health. We know 
*hat dental defects are the most pre- 
valent of - all the defects found in 
school children, but we have not 
yet discovered the means to prevent 
many of the defects. We do not know 
all the factors entering into the de- 
cay and deformities of teeth. We do 
know, however that primitive peoples 
who have not taken refined foods 
with excess of sugar have better teeth
